4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Concerning claims 39-40, there is no teaching or suggestion in the prior art of a method 
for diagnosis of the genotype of Human Papillomavirus (HPV) comprising using a kit which has 
a DNA chip comprising a combination of each of genotype specific HPV nucleic acid sequence 
probes set* forth in claims 39 and 40. Specifically, said combination includes SEQ ID NO: 12, 
which is novel and unobvious. 

The closes prior art is the reference of Meijer et al. who disclose HPV type-specific 
oligonucleotide probes for the detection of HPV. Meijer et al do not disclose the DNA chip 
comprising a combination of each of genotype specific HPV nucleic acid sequence probes as set 
forth in claims 39 and 40, which includes the probe of SEQ ID NO: 12.
